TflJHEREAS it is expedient to afford facilities for making avail- 
' » able the open spaces in the Dublin metropolitan district Open Space* 
for the use of the inhabitants for exercise and recreation similar or ssT 
analogous to the facilities now provided by statute for London, and. 40*41 vict. 

5 whereas in the present session of Parliament a Bill, intituled c ' ‘S'- 
“ The Metropolitan Open Spaces (Extension) Bill,” has been t**'*'*' 
introduced to extend certain statuteable powers generally to 
sanitary authorities throughout the Kingdom ; and whereas it is 
necessary for the effective exercise of those powers in the city of 
10 Dublin that certain legislative provisions in operation throughout 
the rest of Ireland should be made operative within the said city : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
15 by the authority of the same, as follows : 

X. This Act may be cited as the Dublin Open Spaces Act Title 
1887.
